27. (Amended) A method for delivering an oral care substance to at least one 
sur^e of the oral cavity, comprising the steps of: (1) applying the backing strip 
M of the delivery system with the oral care composition of cither of Claim 1 or 
Claim 9 coated thereon to the surface(s) of the oral cavity; (2) allowing the 
backing strip to dissolve in situ, wherein the oral care composition remains on the 
surface(s) of the oral cavity after the backing strip has dissolved.

The present claims define a delivery system for delivering an oral care substance to the oral cavity, 

die ddiveiy qrstem comprising: 

(a) a removable backing strip having sufficieni flexibility so as to be readUy conforaiable to an oral 
suiftce when the deliveiy system is placed Aereagainst; and 

(b) an oral care composition applied to the backing strip such that when the delivery system is placed 
on the oral surface the oral care composition contacts the oral surface, the oral care composition 
comprising: 

(i) an organosiloxane resin; 

(il) a rheology modifier, and 

(iii) at least one oral care substance; 
wherein the oral care composition remains on the oral surfw* after the badung strip is removed. 

The key features of the present invention are that the backing strip is intended to be removed and 
not to be adhered to the oml surface and that the oral composition is in a suitable form that provides 
sufficient adhesion to oral surftces. The oral care composition is fonnuUted to be more adherent to the 
oral surface dian to the backing strip such that removal of the backhig strip leaves the oml care composition 
on the oral surfaces rather than being earned away with the backing strip. Tlie backing strip may be 
substantially water insohible or may be substantially water soluble. After the subshmtially water insoluble 
strip has been peeled away by the user or after the substantially water soluble strip has dissolved in-sity, the 
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
